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CQLTUTSR ASSISTED DIPLOMACY 
By Robert Cheek 

First I'd like to state that you 
should not buy a computer just for 
playing Diplomacy* For one thing 
it ia not really needed and is 
strictly a time saver and aid to 
better play„ Alao a computer is 
not really necessary as any time 
sharer terminal that hooks into a 
larger computer or a user natw©rk t 
such as the Souroe or Mi cry net . Many 
large colleges have time ~ sharer ter- 
minals and possiblgr a computer at 
your job coul„& be used. 

Should you have access to the use 
of a computer then why not try using 
it for Diplflffl?acy? When a player 
reaches hie capacity (10, 12, Or 83 
gases) then either his games will 
suffer from it or his life style will* 
A computer can alleviate either of 
these problems* 

I've never actually used a comput- 
er for Diplomacy, but I believe I 
know what one can do* Any commen- 
tary g e&rtieitim* and discussion of 
this article is welcome as X know 
there will be many errors -in it* I 
would just like to open an area that 
I feel has been neglected in Diplo- 
macy. 

Suggestion A regular Diplo- 

macy game" year (Springe Fall, etc) 
takes Z K (1000) bytes of memory. 
That means that an average mini-disk 
can store *5O~50 game years and a 
cassette 0 game years. That means 
that 1-7 complete games could be 
stored ina very compact space* That 
hkjsM make compter memories ideal 
for- individual or archival game stor- 
age.

At this point Prance will control 
most of England, Turkey will b© caught 
behind Italy and Russia, and Germany 
will have no enemies at all. At 
this point you must make some de- 
cisions quickly • in order to keep 
your position from stagnating* Since 
eceryone is at least nominally an 
ally* you pretty nuch have a choice 
in where to go, (If at this point 
Russia and Prance should attack you, 
always a great risk In this kind of 
position, you can kiss the game 
goodbye, because little will save 
you. On the other 8 hand» why do you 
think you asked Turkey to attack

The trick is now to convinced France 
to rows on Italy -» remember, at this 
time Italy is still facing Turkey and 
Russia in the east..

Livonia with follow-up to Prussia 
and Silesia (and through Austria, 
of course) will cripple both of 
your earlier allies. Especially 
deadljr is a convoy from Kiel to 
Livonia through the Baltics, which 
is absolutely |&tal to Russia, and 
hasbeen so proven time and tine 
again with its threats to 3 
Russian centers* and with your 
fleets in Scandinavia, Russia 
can fee overrun surprisingly quick- 
ly. Prance will also collapse 
fairly quickly? especially if you 
make the most of his exposed nor- 
thern flank with your spare fleets. 
Your southern front remains rel- 
atively even » except for perhaps 
taking Budapest off of Russia?

I 
had asked John Kador why he defended 
Curt Gibson's practices, which most 
everyone agrees are unethical, immor- 
al,, and immature . Here was his re- 
ply* as always, it was well-thought- 
out and intelligently put. % com- 
ments ( (like so)) . 

John Kador > Your iittlepostcrad 
of the other day was an invitation 
for an autobiography* But you ask 
some good questions and I'll attempt 
to answer them, 

Tour postcard was prompted by let- 
ters I published in various dip sines 
defending the right of individuals 
in the hobby to practice certain acts. 

You atek why I believe it's okay for 
Curt dSbson to practica these acts* 
Well* of course, 1 don't believe it 5 a 
okay for anyone to make an asshole 
out of himself. But I do believe an 
adult has the right to do it. There's 
a big difference here. The differ- 
ence is that I don't want anybody to 
determine thm, me what's inapprop- 
riate, I dapand the right to deter- 
mine that for myself. And I demand 
tha right to make a fool of myself on 
occasion. And I'm prepared to live in 
a society where on occasion my sensi- 
bilities are assaulted by ideas unor- 
thodox and values reprehensible* 

You ask how I can defend "malicious 
slander of others known to be respec- 
ted and honest. " Of course, I can't 
and won't defend slander. But it* s 
impossible to separata cruticism from 
slander. ((In Gibson's case there isj 
he attacks and insults, but never (or 
rarely) actually comes out and points 
out what it is that id done wrong. . . and 
oven then never proposes ideas for '©hat 
vfould be * ! ideal" e with the exception 
of one idea,)) Lock, Konrad, youfve 
started publishing a *zine« You've 
injected your personality, opinions, 
and philosophies into many hobby iss- 
ues. You seem t© welcome counterar- 
guments, disagreements,, and rational 



criticism. % question to you isi 
Is it reasonable to assume that all 
the arguments will be reasonable? 
Artists who put their work before 
the public soon learn that not evO 
erybody likes or approves of their 
work. And most of them learn that 
soma individuals mistake the ar- 
tifei for his work and end up att- 
acking the artist. The only remedy 
for this is obscurity. ((My dis- 
agreements with Gibby have nothing 
to do with my 'zines, and never 
did. They began much earlier and 
in fact never really did touch on 
my ' zine. . .which he has indeed 
never really attacked since he's 
never seen a copy.))) 

Most of the hobby can agree that 
Gibson is a fool andhis ideas are 
juvenile. That's why I think it's 
a mistake to try to limit his 1- 
dsas in particular. But beyond 
that, I believe that there is no 
such thing as a false idea. How- 
ever pernicious an idea may seem f 
we depend for its correction not 
on the car science s of judges and 
juries but on the competition of 
other ideas. In the marketplace 
of ideas, Gibson' s dorft stand a 
chance « 

You ask about Gibson's involve- 
ment in games in which he's not a 

flayer. I personally don't engage 
n such activity • But I fail to 
see how it is lnt£?rference, I 
suggest most players can deal res- 
ponsibly with the content of such 
letters, ((I am not arguing that 
most players are intelligent en- 
ough to to as his letters in the 
circular file. I am speaking of 
the moral and ethical standards 
which he is breaking. * * besides the 
accepted fact that a gama is be- 
tween the players and nobody else* 
Outside influence automatically 
interferes with thegai&e* no matter 
how minimal (or ridiculous) it

Finally, you ask about the fgel- 
iH£§ of a player who is attacked*" 
exclusively because of & non-play- 
er injecting his cross-game grud- 
gee. The only feeling I can talk 



about are mine » bo I'll put it this 
ways pissed off and disappointed* 
Sure, it stinks <> But doesn T t a play- 
er have a right to do whatever hs 
wants to in the gjuae {except decep- 
tion of the GM, natch?? ({Yes, he 
does, but remember tM we are not 
talking about a £la^e£ f ^t a non- 
playing observer. 7) Doesn g t he have 
the right to deal ^ith information 
as he will? I say he does and I*m_ 
broadminded (and thick-skinned) ®~ 
nough to take my lumps* 

The bottom line is thist I rejoice 
living in a society where disharmony 
and friction are healthy and natural* 
I cherish the right to speak and 
writ® freely on any subject. I lone 
the exp&Xsions that result when op- 
posing views collide. And I welcome 
the fallout* even if it means I get 
burned a little bit, I'll take my 
chances because I can always defend 
myself again sdt and idea. But against 
alienee, against ideas too horrible 
to be spoken, I am truly defenseless*
